The legislature may at any time 
amend or repeal this act.

Penalty. 

SwiloN 1. No person, corporation, agent or 
officer on behalf of any person or corporation, 
shall coerce or compel any person or persons into 
an agreement, either written or verbal, not to 
join or become a member of any labor organiza-
tion, as it condition of such person or persons se-
curing employment or continuing in the employ-
ment of any such person or corporation, and no 
person or corporation shall discharge an em-
ployee because he is a member of any labor or-
ganization. 

SEmoN 2. Any person or corporation violat-
ing any of the provisions of this act shall be fined 
not less than two hundred dollars nor more than 
one thousand dollars, or be punished by impris-
onment in the county jail not to exceed nine 
months or both. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
